Russell T. Scott, convicted slayer of 
Joseph Maurer, drug clerk, this morn- 
ing once more faces the death by 
hanging from which he has time after 
time been snatched by last minute re- 
prieves and pleas of insanity. 

_ A jury in Judge Marcus Kavanagh's 
courtroom late yesterday for the sec- 
ond time in eleven months deliberated 
on his sanity and found him sane, 
thereby automatically throwing him | 
back under the sentence of death orig- 
inally meted out to him fer. the 
Maurer murder. 

Scott Silent at Verdict. 

Scott heard the verdict of the jury 
with his back to the wall, a deputy 
sheriff on each side of him. He made 
no sound as the so fatal words were 
read. But he turned a greenish pale 
and seemed on the verge of bursting 
into disappointed tears as he was bus- 
Ued quickly out of the courtroom and 
back into the county jail. 

The @oomed man’s counsel, William 
Scott Stewart, who had made a hard 
fight and an eloquent plea to save him 
once more from the noose, at once 
made the conventional motion for a 
new trial. Judge Kavanagh set July 3 
as the day for a hearing of arguments 
on that motion. 

Assistant State's Attorneys George 
E. Gorman and Charles Mueller ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied. It 
was Gorman who originally prosecui- 
ed Scott and Gorman who, after Scott 
was granted a previous insanity hear- 
ing in a 2 o’clock-in-the-morning ses- 
sion before Judge David, said: “He 
will be hanged in the end.”

“At last justice has been done,” 
Gorman declared yesterday. 

Jacob Maurer, father of the mur- 
dered clerk, who has constantly and 
persistently followed the fate of Scott, 
heard this remark and echoed it: “ At 
last justice has been done.” 

Thomas Scott, father of the pris 
oner, who has fought hard to help save 
him, was in the courtroom also. He 
had nothing to say when the verdict 
was read. He simply turned and 
walked wearily out of the courtroom. 

The case went to the jury at 4:15 in 
the afternoon. The deliberations took 
just an hour and fifty minutes. On its 
first ballot the jurors were seven to 
five for finding Scott sane. It is said 
to have taken two ballots after that, 
the third being their unanimous ver- 
dict.

U.S.as Model 
tor New Rule

WARSAW, June 26,—The first chief 
of a European nation to concede the 
superiority of American democratic 
government over the European demo- 
cratic system as a safeguard against 
the dangets of dictatorships is the 
president of the republic of Ppland. 

European democracy must eliminate 
parliamentary abuses by entrusting 
its national executive with powers ap- 
proaching, or equivalent to, those of 
the President of the United States, 
in the opinion of the man who holds 
the highest office in Poland. 

President Ignace Moscicki expressed 
these sentiments to me today in Samek 
palace in an exclusive interview ,which 
is the first public statement he has 
made since his inauguration, June 4. 
The president received me in his pri- 
vate study overlooking the sixteenth 
century square, opposite the residence 
of United States Minister John B. 
Stetson Jr., from the roof of which 
a large American flag floated in the 
breeze. | 

President Moscicki is tall and thin, 
with kindly eyes and a smile which 
calms the visitor’s mind. Two atartl- 
ing gold teeth are revealed when his 
upper lip raises in a smile. This style 
of dentistry still is called American in 
Europe. 

Seated in an easy chair at a marble 
table, he pushed over a box of long 
white Russian cigarets and opened the 
interview with several sentences of 
carefully pronounced English, explain- 
ing that once while in exile in his 
youth he had learned the western 
tongues, but had lost the faculty of 
their uses through lack of practice. 

To me it was strange to recall when 
that early exile occurred. M. Moscicki, 
then a young chemist and member of 
@ revolutionary society, knew too 
much about the chemical and mechan- 


ical construction of bombs to make 


the Russian police feel safe with him 
around. That young bombmaker of 
Lemberg is the chief of state of the 


country once ruled by the Russian.

On Way to His Home. 


Daley was eff duty at 2 a. m. and 
started to walk home, according to of- 
ficers at his station. He had apparent- 
ly passed the Bethlehem Lutheran 
church, Springfield avenue and Iowa 
street, when the shooting began. He 
fell directly in front of the home of 
Dennie Sherlock of 902 North Spring- 
field avenue. 

It was Sherlock who furnished the 


man’s death. He said that shortly 
before 2:30 a. m. he heard some one 
at the door of his home, apparently 
attempting to get in. ,He called to the 
person outside, but reccived no answer. 


Police View of Killing. 


The police theory is that Daley, pass-

Later his decision was supported by 
the ruling of Secretary Davis. 

After he had refused to intervene, 
Judge Cliffe ordered United States Dep- 
uty Marshal John J. Oros to rear- 
rest Cosrnano, then'‘in his courtroom. 
New bonds were set at $20,000. Cos- 
mano was remanded to the Cook coun- 
ty jail while attorneys were to decide 
before tomorrow what remains for 
them to do to keep Cosmano in this 
country. | 

Once Fled to Italy. 


While Cosmano vas at liberty un- 
der $115,000 bonds in 1922 pending his 
appeal in the mail robbery case, he 
fled to Messini, Italy. After he had 
been there for some weeks he sent 
word to federal ‘officials that he would 
rather be in prison in the United States 
than a free man in Italy. Carrying 
out the sentiment, he returned to Chi- 
cago and surrendered. 

Cosmano, although a resident of this 
country for many years, had never 
become a citizen. He would not have 
been subject to deportation proceed- 
ings, however, had he not taken his 
post-conviction excursion to Italy, hav- 
ing been in this country continuously 
‘for more than five years before his 


conviction.

Chicago is the healthiest large city 
in the civilized world, accordtng to of- 
ficial statistics from the governments 
of four continents, Europe, Asia, and 
the Americas. 

For the second consecutive year, the 
city’s clear supremacy as 4 safe place 
tn which to live and rear a family was 
proved yesterday when comparative 
death rate figures for 1925 were re 
vealed by the department-of health. 

The ranking of ‘world cities showing 
the number of deaths per thousand 
population, is as follows: |

In) order togverify the accuracy of 
the death rates, Dr. Herman W. Bunde- 
sen, health commissioner, who com- 


chief health officers of the various 
countries. 

The British commissioner of health 
‘was unable to furnish statistics on 
the London death rate, but Dr. Bunde- 
sen pointed out that Chicago led the 
great English city in 1924. 

_ Figures Show Chicago’s Riss. 

Although last year was the first time 
the tabulation was made in this man- 
ner, unofficial figures for previous 
years show the steady rise of Chicago 
to its present health leadership. A 
decade ago the city ranked far down 
the list. 

The showing made in the last two 
years Dr. Bundesen attributes to the 
following. principal factors: 

1. General health education and co 
operation by the mayor, civic bodies, 
and the general public. 

2. Strict regulations on quarantines 
and other preventive measures to 
check disease. 

3. Abatement of the smoke evil 

4. Reduction of tnfant mortality 
through pre-natal clinics and other 
baby welfare work. 

5. Correction of 

children. 
6. Safe water, food, and milk sup- 
plies, good climate, adequate sewage 
disposal, and improved housing con- 
ditions.

The present ruler of Abys- 
sinia, the Queen of Kings, the Elect of God, and 
the Conquering Lion of Judah, is the Empress 
Zauditu, daughter of the great King Menelik, who 


regent and heir to the throne, Ras Taffari Makon- 
nen, Menelik’s grandson. Menelik left his crown 
to amother grandson, Lij Yasu, but this pated 
young ruler was overthrown in 1916 when his 
people, led by Ras Taffari, learned that he had 
taken up Mohammedanism and was about to place 
the kingdom undegj,Mussulman rule. 

For many centuries the Abyssinians have been 
independent. Between the seventh and the six- 
teenth centuries they were constantly fighting the 
Mohammedan invasion from the north They 
called Portugal to their aid in this latter century, 
but the Jesuit priests aroused antagonism by 
attempting to overthrow the Coptic faith. The 
result was the ejection of the Portuguese between 
1€30 and 1640. King Theodore of Abyssinia in 
i864 threw certain British envoys into prison. Sir 
Robert Napier headed 16,000 men in 1868 and suc- 
ceeded in capturing Theodore’s capital, but did not 
remain. Italy first established herself along the 
Red sea in 1885; she kept a constant pressure 
inland. King Menelik ascended the throne of 
Abyssinia in 1889, and made a treaty with the 
broke this shortly afterward, 
when Italy sought to make her influence more 
certain by sending in an army. At the battle 
of Adowa, Menelik, with 100,000 men, outgen- 
eraled the Italian leaders, pounced on the invaders 
and cut them to pieces. The Italian domination 
was definitely ended. 


After looking up this little summary of Abyssin-

Is there a point of exhaustion for adventure? 
Probably yes and no. The exploring scientist has 
centuries to uncover by going underground. For 
such a scientist as William Beebe life is a continual 
adventure. The finding of new places on the sur- 
face of the earth and dhe approach to them by 


new methods have their limitations but there is 


always adventure in a small boat in the sea or 
in a struggle through the jungle. 

Adventure is a safety valve for hardihood. It 
is another moral equivalent of war.

Abyssinian officials dist{iguish themselves by 
collars and headdresses made from lions’ manes. 
For the lion and Abyssinia are closely linked by 
tradition and present custom. Lions, sometimes 
ivose, sometimes caged, guard the portals and the 
thrones of Abyssinian royalty, as might dogs in 
other countries. When an Abyssinian prince 
wishes to make a present to some foreign notable 
he sends, not a wrist watch or a gold cigaret case, 
but a lion—and zebras to lesser notables.

REALISTS AND THE SO-CALLED

_ The average reader of fiction is inclined to mar- 
vel at the tendency of certain authors and publish- 
ers to flood the market with articles and books, the 
principal claim of which rests on what is called 
realism. Since the world war this tendency has 
been especially marked, although not unknown pre- 
viously. The greater the thrill, the more popular 
the book and the greater the financial success, the 
more wondrous the merit, according to the opinion 
of the realistic school of writers and their fol- 
lowers. In the judgment of self-styled intellectuals 
a realist is a writer who can prove through all his 
work there is no sunshine in the world, no decency 
or honor in mankind, no purity and no loveliness 
in life. There is no plant that has not rottenness 
in it and no condition in life that satisfies. Until 
a writer has written a novel utterly without a ray 
of light, or a breath of fragrance, he does not be 
come a realist in any genuine sense. . 


The output of this school] is gloom, horror and 
viciousness unrelieved. In vain will a reader seek 
in the books of such authors anything to help 
mankind to the belief the world is not utterly bad. 
Like the old Spanish philosopher who donned blue 
glasses that distorted his vision, such a man has 
taught his eyes to see the pools in thé alley rather 
than the fountains in the park; taught his ears to 
catch the curses of the brothel rather than the 
pure speech of the innocent; taught his soul to re 
wee to the shameful rather than to the beautiful. 


The matier with realism is that it is not real 
but distorted. And the trouble with the intellect- 
vals is they lack heart and spiritual discernment. 
If life were only such as they picture it civilization 
would long ago have given up in despair. 

If the sky were always overhung with black 
clouds and never revealed the glory of the stars 
and if there never were a rosy dawn nor the high 
tide of noon nor a golden sunset, neither day nor 
night could be described as it really is. Realists 
only picture the midnight. -A true artist describes 
also the glorious day. The realist enlarges upon 
the mistakes of the few, while he ignores the big 
things done for humanity by the many. 


It was my experience to begin my career ‘before 
being educated for the priesthood in a newspaper 


I learned by that experi- 
ence that it was the unusual that found its way 
intg the columns of the press and the criminal and 
s@rdid were displayed on the front page and re- 
ceived the streamer headline. Ten thousand men 
and women might pursue the daily walks of life 
happily with their families and maintain peace 
with their neighbors and no mention was made of 
their doings. Let a husband strike his wife with 
an-ax or run away with another man’s wife, pic- 
tures and glaring headlines would tell the story. 
So in national life wars, defalcations, intrigues and 
betrayals take precedence over the quiet construc- 
tive work of labor ‘and of statesmanship. The 
newspaper, however, prints much that is good and 
Wholesome while the authors of realism act as 
though these abnormalities are the only real life 
while the more abundant creation of the true, the 
useful and the beautiful are unworthy of notice. 
Intellectuals congratulate themselves when they 
see an automobile wreck and care nothing for the 
Stream of ten thousand cars moving swiftly and 
safely over the boulevard pavement. If a person 
is sick, sinning, helpless or suffering, this is real- 
ism. But if one is pulsating with health, moral, 
strong and buoyant, such a life lacks interest. 
Realists and intellectuals are too much: like the 
vulture. They feed on carrion and circle above 


not on the blue sky above nor the green foliage 
about them. 

That many of the writers of the school referred 
to have skill in the use of language cannot be de- 
nied. They even rise to the heights of genius in 
descriptive powers but their failure lies in their at- 
tention to only one side of life and that the nar- 
rowest. The distress of having a few great though 
mistaken leaders lies in a horde of cheap imitators. 
One might be justified in preferring a change rom 
the Victorian period of literature ag wonderful and 
worthy as that period was, but this does not justify 
the throwing over of all the good that has come 
from our heritage of the past. Because styles 
change is no reason for the complete rejection of 
all the sweetness and romance of those earlier 
days. The trouble with realists and intellectuals is 
that they ignore God and his promises for a better 
future for mankind.

DRESSING WOUNDS. 
HIS is the method used by the sur- 
geons of the Pullman company in 
treating cuts and ordinary wounds, 
according té Dr. R. J. Demotte* 
The skin around the wound is cleaned 
with benzine or alcohol. If it is a rather 
large wound, tincture of iodine is painted 
on the skin. No iodine is put into. the 
wound itself. The wound is then opened 
wide with forceps. The surfaces are 
sponged with small gauze sponges sat- 
urated with 50 per cent alcohol or boric 
solution or sterile water. Strong alco- 
hol is not used. The sponging musi be 
done gently. If there are pockets in the 


this way, they are cleaned by means of a 
little cotton on a toothpick or applicator. 
The cotton is saturated with sterile 
water or, alcohol 


If the wound has shreds or ragged 
edges and walls, these are trimmed 
smooth with scissors. The wound is 
then loosely closed either by sutures or 
by adhesive strips. If it is deep and 
irregular, a small strip of cellosilk is 
kept in the wound as a drain for a day 
or two. The whole is then loosely cov- 
ered with a sterile, warm, wet dressing. 
This is moistened with hot water. every 
two or three hours. Sometimes hot tow- 
; els are kept over bad wounds for two 
or three days. 

In this treatment the wound itself is 
not sterilized by any chemical anti- 
septic. The weak alcoho! or boric acid 
solutions are cleansing agents &nd not 
disinfectants. Using iodine as an anti- 
septic on the nearby skin does no good. 
Using it on the bruised tissues of the 
/ wound does harm. The wound itself ts 
disinfected by the blood and serum which 
oozes into it and which washes it out. 
The warm, moist dressings keep plenty 
of blood in the nearby tissues and keep 
‘up the oozing which cleans and purifies 
the wound.

Praise for Everybody. 

The artists, the orchestra, the stage 
force, all came in for words of cheer and 
encouragement, and even the audience 
was informed, possibly to its collec- 
tive surprise, that it possessed far 
more idealism than it had ever given 
itself credit for having. 

There was an opera as well as 
speech making and picture taking in 
its initial event. The opera was Puc- 
cini’s “ Manon Lescaut.” With an ac 
quaintance extending over fifteen 
years, “Manon Lescaut” always has 
been a particular favorite of mine. 
During that time various sorts and va- 
rieties of performances of it have come 
up for attention and notice, but 1 can 
think of none that had half the bright- 
ness, half the sparkle or vivacity of 
this one. Whenever an opening night 
becomes necessary, I am now quite of 
the opinion that it should be ‘ Manon 
Lescaut” given in the way that Mr. 
Eckstein’s company gave it at Ra- 
vinia last night. 


Many Keasons for Success. 

_For this generally cheery effect there 
were man)’ reasons. 

One was the cast of principals that 
without doubt could not be equaled 
the world over, with Lucrezia Bori 
and Giovanni Martinelli heading them. 
Another was a group of smaller parts, 
each matching the other and fitting 
into the whole like the pieces of a 
puzzle. A third was a chorus that 
was an admirable model of what oper- 


atic choruses should be; a fourth was; 


the Chicago Symphony orchestra, a 
wonderful organization during its sym- 
phonic duties in the winter, and juet 
as good when it turns operatic in the 
summer. 

Spirit Perfectly Portrayed. 

Most of all was the way the youth- 
ful spirit of the piece got into the 
performance. It extended from Con- 
ductor Gennaro Papi on the director's 
stand to the girls whe were visible 
but inaudible in the third act on their 
way to become American settlers. It 
was in the singing, in the acting, in 
the color of the stage pictures. In 
fact, one is more tempted towarj in- 
coherent excitement over the perform- 
ance than matter of fact description. 

It is hard to forget Miss Bori’s Ma- 
non. She was a lovely object. True, 
she is wise in every device of the 
stage, but so wise that you catch your- 
self forgetting that she knows any- 
thing about them at all. When every 
note of her voice rings in your ears for 
hours afterward, when every gesture 
advances the telling of the story and 
is a marvel and a delight of graceful- 
ness besides, when the psychology of 
the part, if operatic parts ever have 
psychology, and I believe this one has, 
is apparent even in the costumes, you 
are witnessing an uncommonly fine bit 
of art. 


Another Finely Performed Réle. 


Joined with Miss Bori's Manon was 
Martinelli’s Chevalier Des Grieux, and 
that was something to remember as 
well. The only thing in his disfavor 
was his makeup, which if it had been 
younger, ‘say to the extent of about fif- 
teen years, would have been that much 
better. 

For his singing, that resonant, in- 
stfring voice of his, and his manner 
of conducting himself on the stage, 
were as youthful as Puccini's music, 
and that is bubbling over with peren- 
nial youth. Then there was Desire De- 
frere as Lescaut, who always surprises 
me at Ravinia because his perform- 
ances there are so much better than 
they are anywhere else; Louis D’An- 
gelo, a first rate figure, as a classical! 
elderly sport; Jose Mojica, who did 
three small parts with much aplomb, 
and Paolo Ananin, who did two with 
an equal amount; several others, not 
forgetting ina Bourskaya, who cortn- 
bined knickerbockers and a good song 
with equal effect.

Municipal bonds are free from all fed- 
eral income taxes, and good ones can 
be bought at present to yield from 4 to 
4.35 per cent. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
here we are dealing only with the tax 
on the income from bonds, and that in 
most states all bonds, except federal 
‘government bonds, are subject to the 
personal property or general tax. : 

There is, however, a type, or rather 
there are two very similar types, of 
bonds which are free from all taxes, in- 
come and general, everywhere. 

These are joint stock land bank and 
federal land bank bonds, and these can 
be bought to yield as high as 4.60 per 
cent at present. , 

We offer these suggestions for those 
whose incomes are such that the tax 
exemption feature is of real importance 
and who would be affected by the change 
in the status of their government securi- 
ties by this new rule. 

For those who would not be so affected 
the tax exemption feature should be of 
little or no interest, and would not be 
worth purchasing at the expense of in- 
terest yield.

It is made in four sections and the two front ones are 
lapped over to the back so that the fitted shoulder effect, so 
highly respected nowadays, may be sustained.

HOW TO USE 
THE PATTERNS 


REPE de chine, satin and crépe 
combined or taffeta, any of them 
would make up well by pattern 
No.*2665. The upper part-of this 
dress is cut in two pieces, and to the 
depth of a low waist line. The drop 


shoulders form short sleeves, and if 
long ones are preferred there is a pat- 
tern provided. The bottom of the dress 
consists of a two piece circular skirt 
that is attached to the waist in a scal- 
loped outline. At the neck the dress is 
slashed to a given point, and there 
are shaped facings attached—the direc- 
tions given with the pattern telling 
exactly how. The collar extends be- 
yond the neck of the dress in long tie 
ends, and the dress may be worn open 
at the neck, showing a shield, or closed 
and using the tie strings to fasten at 
a normal neck line. 


Where the skirt and waist are joined 
some particular work will have to be 
done. At the point where the bottom 
of each scallop comes on the upper 
edge of the skirt a quarter inch clip- 
ping should be made to allow the edge 
to be turned in. This turned in edge; 
should be basted down carefully, using 
a fine needle and thread, so as not to 
mark your material. 
ing edges of the bottom of the waist 
should be clipped at close intervals 
and the edge turned up toward the 
right side and carefully basted down. 


Then pin the skirt in place on the 
waist, pinning first at the lower edge 
of each scallop. This sort of work, if 
carelessly handled, be stretched 
enough to spoil a perfect finish. The 
next step will be to baste the two parts 
together, and it will be best not to 
baste too near the upper edge of the 
scallops, because the stitching should 
not cross the bastings. It is difficult 
to remove bastings if caught in the 
stitching. Then a second stitching 
should be put in, so the bottom edge of 
the waist will be caught. 


This pretty slip-on dress pattern 
No. 2573, closes on the left shoulder. 
The shoulders are long, frming short 
sleeves and if full length ones are 
desired, a pattern is provided. Front 
and back of the dress are laid on a 
fold of material in the center; and 
at the sides there are circular insets 
that give a graceful ripple to the skirt. 
Figured or plain crépe, taffeta or 
challis would make up well, and no 
trimming is needed beyond the con- 
trasting color used for binding neck, 
short sleeves and the bottom of the 
dress. A half inch wide bias band 
of the contrasting color should be 
stitched on over the joining of the cir- 
cular insets.

in cottage or mansion. It is an easy 
matter for the woman of taste to study 
her wall paper closely, visualizing in 
it colors for rugs, floor, woodwork, 
draperies, upholstery, and ornaments. 

Another important point in wall 
treatment is the fact that color and 
pattern of wall paper have a marked 
effect upon either increasing or de- 
creasing the size of a room. The tiny 
hal! bedroom, the cramped, dark apart- 
ment living room or the small city 
dining room may be appreciably im- 
proved by the right application of wall- 
paper. It is-quite obvious, of course, 
that light colors tend to increase space, 
as well as to brighten the whole effect. 


In specifying light walls to seemingly 


increase the size of a room, it is not 
necessary that they be unfigured. 
Patterns which, because of lack of ob- 
vious space definition, lead the eye on 
from point to point in easy running 
fashion, always tend to eliminate set 
areas, so that they create the illusion 
of spaciousness. The twining chintz 
and the toile, the bird and flowing 
flower, and the decorative landscape 
with easy movement from space to 
space and open vista, are examples of 
figured papers which can be used ef- 
fectively to increase the size of small 
rooms. With the wide variety of de- 
signs existing today, it is possible to 
obtain the effect of nearly every kind 
of good wall decoration that has been 
known to history.

In a bedroom done in the modernist 
manner the walls are turquoise blue, 
irregularly decorated with silver stars 
of various sizes.

Glass cur- 
tains are of lemon yellow silk. Covers 
‘on the beds, which are painted to 
match the walls, are of the same violet 
satin as the window draperies. Wood- 
work and doors are painted lemon yel- 
low, and the doors are decorated with 
modernist designs in blue, red, green, 
white, and violet. The floor is rugged 
in deep violet chenille. 

A partially papered room is some- 
times more attractive than a wholly 
papered room. Curefully, logically ar- 
ranged panels, on a plain.ground, with 
the panels filled with patterned paper, 
create a decidedly decorative effect. 

In the reception hall illustrated today 
the walls are paneled, woodwork and 
paneling being ‘painted an antique 
ivory to match the console and chairs.

It is 
easy to laugh at him, but it is hard to hate him. He is eter- 
nally in the position of a man trying to empty the ocean with 
a tin dipper.

“The Hertzian fug has become 
injonized and electricized, and the in- 
visihle fog, found even in every home, 


has turned into water. You have made 


rain in your own house. | 
“@ne, therefore, can conclude that 


the multitude of radio telephonic weaves 


existing in the ether just now pro- 
duces the same effect upon the at- 
mosphere, the result being the very 
beautiful month of “June with rain 


each day.” 
M. Painleve then went on to say that 


dt was not at all beyond the bounds 


of possibility that future generations 
would be able to control rain at will, 
ence the fundamental mechanism of 
these radio waves or tides becomes 


known. 
Control Weather by Radic. 

“ Practical experiments have already 
been begun,” he continued. “In 
America, for example, if they have not 
actually begun to attack rain, they 
have started the war on fog.
